MAJOR CUBAN EXIIE ORGANIZATIONS 


The number cf Cuban exiles in the United States now approaches 
200,020, r.i iiccnti ;i^d nr-iiJy in the Mini ?u*->*.. >ey continue to 
arr~> .irrv., ^i;-.- -^ v:ie r .- : t. c of aboi:h J . ^0 -\ lieu*; In addition, 
there .to .-b.-vt <:,000 -to 3^,000 exiles ii_ nrunurus ether than 
the U.S., principally in x >io Western Hcnr.sphcrc. 

Since the beginning of the year, an increasing proportion cf 
the arrivals have been from the lower economic levels cf Cuban 
society. For example, in July 1962, slightly more than half of 
the arrivals were unskilled workers. 

Despite a considerable amount of financial assistance granted 
them, and attempts tc relocate than outside the Miami area, exiles 
still have uppermost in their minds the desire to return tc a free- 
Cuba. 

The desire has led to the formation cf a large number cf exile 
organizations. Over two hundred anti- Castro organizations are 
known to have been formed among Cuban exiles. The multiplicity 
cf the exile groups reflects the division and disunity among them. 
A further complicating factor is the gulf that exists between the 
groups in exile and anti-Castrc elements within Cuba. 

Dominating tc seme extent this confused exile picture is 
the Cuban Revolutionary Council (CRC), composed cf organizations 
drawn largely from the center cf the political spectrum. Formed 
in March 1961 tc ensure' unity before the invasion between the 
main exile group, Democratic Revolutionary Front (FRD), and the 
main underground grcup, Peoples Revolutionary Movement (MRP), 
the CRC is both anti-Castrc and anti -Batista. Its program 
calls for the establishment cf a democratic government in Cuba 
based on the Constitution of 19ii0. Most of its members believe 
that the original objectives cf the Revolution were geed, but 
that Castro has betrayed and perverted them. Its Chairman, 
Jcsc Mire Cardcna, was a prominent and respected lawyer who 
served f r a short time as Prime Minister at the beginning of 
the Castro regime. He was later appointed ambassador to the 
United States but never tcck up his pest. He left Cuba in mid- 
1960. The Council has representatives in most Latin American 
cities . 

Seme cf the principal exile organizations belonging tc the 
CRC are: 

(1) Roseate Denecraticc Revclucienaric : A splinter grcup 
cf the Autcnticc Party (efficial party cf the Grau-San Martin and 
Pric Sccarras administrations) which is headed by Antcnic Varcna. 
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(2) Mcvimientc do Recuperacicn Revclucicnaria ; Organized in 
Cuba in mid-1959 by defectors frcra the 26 of July Movement. 

(3) Hcvjmiento Dcmccratica Cristianc : Organized in Cuba in 
the fall cf 1959 under the leadership of Jcse Ignacic RASCO. 

The membership is cempesed principally cf ycung Catholic grcups. 

(li) Mcvimientc 30 dc Ncviembre : A group of liberal labor 
leaders organized in Cuba in late 1959 by David SALVADOR. 

(5) Qrganizacicn Mcnticristi (known as Mcntecristi Group) 

This is a relatively small grcup consisting of professionals and 
businessmen. 

(6) Accicn Revclucicnaria Dcmccratica s A moderately conser- 
vative, small organization which is a splinter grcup cf the AAA 
headed by Dr. Aurelianc Sanchez Arangc: 

(7) Frentc- Obrero Revclucicnaric Dcmccraticc Cubanc (FGRDC) 
An exile labor group. 

(8) Directcrial Magisterial Revclucicnaric : An crganizaticn 
cf exiled Cuban teachers and prefesscrs. 

(9) Ccrpcracicncs Eccncmicas : A grcup cempesed cf represen- 
tatives ci' the many important sectors cf production in the former 
Cuban ec enemy. 
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Of the myriad cf organizations outside the Council, the more 
prominent arc: 

1. Mcvimientc Revclucicnaric del Pueblo (MRP). Thu KRP was 
organized in late 1959 by Manuel Ray. Its program clcsely fellows 
the original arms cf the 26th cf July revolution. 

2. Dircctcric Revclucicnaric Estudiantil (DRE) : A revolutionary 
student crganizaticn formed in Miami in I960. It is a direct descen- 
dant cf the tvrc previcus revc luticnary directorates that fought 
acinst the dictatorship cf Machadc and Batista. The DRE has repre- 
sentatives in a number of Latin American countries. 

3. " Government in Arms in Exile " Ihis grcup, headed by 
Dr. Julie Garceran who was formerly a member c£ the Cuban Supreme 
Court, maintains on questionable grounds that its leader is the 
legal successor to the Castrc regime. This group is reliably 
reported to be closely asscciated with ex-President Pric . 
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h. Junta Revelucicnaria (JIRE): A new organization formed by 
Manuel Ra^ in September 1962 in Puerto Rico. Although not toe 
much is knewn about this organization as yet, its program generally 
fellows Ray f s views. 

There are in addition numerous military organizations - Air Force, 
ex-Ccnstituticnal Army, Navy, Cuban Constitutional Crusade, Cuban 
Army cf Liberation. Even thcugh these are pre f ess icnal organizations 
claiming tc be ncn-pclitical, they are scught after by the various 
political leaders. 

The remaining groups are usually cempesed cf a very small 
number cf pec pic gathered arcund an exile personality.
